entrance, then proceeded up the troop- 
lined avenue to Her Majesty's Isle of 
Wight residence. Aftor a, hearty recap- 
tion in the council chamber by a number 
of princes and princesses. Lord Roberts 
was ushered into tho presence of tho 
queen. His audience with Her Majesty 
yost' quite private. 


Thn queen bestowed an earldom on 


Lord Roberts, with a special remainder 
for his daughters. He was also made a 
Knight of the Garter.

The only son of Lord Roberts, Lieut. 


The Hon. F. H. Roberts, died Dec. 17, 
1S90, of a wound received in the engage- 
ment at the Tugtna river. For gnl- 
lantry in attempting to rescue, the Brit- 
ish guns abandoned on 'that occasion, 
ho \vas recommended for the Victoria 
Cross and tho quern,- as a mark of ap- 
preciation of the young man's valor and 


. the services rendered by Lord Roberts 


to'his country, previous to liw depar- 
ture for South Africa, took the occasion 
when Lady 
Roberts 
visited Windsor

"Great Crytogram; or Francis Bacon's 
Cipher in tho Shakespeare Plays." in 
which he claims to have discovered :\n 
arithmetical cipher in the groat folio of 
1023, depending upon* the paging of that 
work. 


Mr. Donnelly- was an ardent Populist 


and a prominent member of the Farm- 
ers' Alliance. In 181)0

His word was as good as a bond and 
when he fought for a question it was lo 
the bitter end. He was kind hearted and 
generous and no worthy ^mnn ever went 
to him in need and was refused help. 
In tlie death of Mr. Tomlinson the eity 
loscs another of her old and substantial 
residents and land marks and he will be 
greatly missed by all who knew him.

George Tomlinsori, one of the pioneers 


of Eacine, died at 11:30 o'clock last night 
at his home, No. 1410 West street, of 
paralysis, aged 74 yeara. Although Mr. 
Tomlinson had been in bad health for 
almost a year -and it was not believed 
that he would recover from a stroke of 
paralysis he sustained, the announcement 
of his death was a shock to the communi- 
ty where ho resided so many years. 


George Tomlinson was Born in England 


and came to Racine in 1843. Ho was a 
carpenter and joiner by trade and be- 
came a contractor of note in the early 
days of the city. In 1849, when 
the 


gold excitement broke out Mr. Tomlin- 
son was one of the original forty-niners 
who went to the golden state. In 1852 
he returned to Racine and soon after 
went west and a few years after came 
back again and worked at his trade. 


Deceased was a staunch 
Republican 


and was elected to the office of city mar- 
shal several terms and served as asses- 
sor for twelve years. He was a man of 
sound convictions and principles and was 
always on the side of right and honesty. 
His word was as good as a bond and 
when he fought for a question it was to 
the bitter end. He was kind hearted and 
generous and no worthy man ever went 
to him in need and was refused help. 
In the death of Air. TomlinSou the. city 
loses another of her old and substantial 
residents and land marks and he will be 
greatly missed by all who knew him. 


He was a member of the Racine Coun- 


ty Old Settlers' society and that organ- 
ization will attend the funeral in a body. 
He was also a life member of Masonic 
Lodge Xo. 18, and will 'be buried under 
the rites of that order.

About 5 o'clock 
he

awakened by a noise which was

doubtedly the report of the discharge 
of a revolver, but being iiv a sound 
sleep at the time did not at first realize 
what had happened. His 
wife 
com- 


plained of a terrible pain in the side, 
and thinking her illness had taken a 
sudden turn 
for 
tho 
worso he sent 


across the street and had B. <T. Wentkcr 
telephone for Dr. Hicks. He did not 
rcnli/.c then that his wife, had shot her- 
self, On the arrival of Dr. Hicks Mrs. 
Wentkcr complained of pain in the side, 
and on throwing back the bed clothes 
the doctor discovered blood on them and 
also the revolver. Mrs. Wentkcr had 
shot herself through the abdomen, the. 
bull penetrating the 
body. She 
died 


about twenty minutes after the arrival 
of the doctor. Mr. Wentker had loft 
his revolver on the stand beside the 
bed as usiu'l the. night before. She had

ditions.

the, emperor will not lead to a rejection 
of the demand, but to the submission of 
a counter proposition of: inquiry

structing bridges, filling large orders for 
machinery, and besides all this largely 
helping to feed an older world. 


It has been asked how all this Las 


been accomplished and the answer comes 
through the development of 
American 


genius and American 
power 
to 
con- 


struct ,and has alone been made possible 
through the 
protective tarifl'. Again 


foreign labor unions have most seriously 
hampered the industries of England and 
made it impossible.for firms of that 
country to compete with us in the mat- 
ter, not alone of skill, but in time also, 
and time is a most important ingredient 
of contracts abroad. 


American competition is now dreaded 


by the manufacturing concerns of Eu- 
rope, but at the same time foreign firms 
are aroused as they never have been 
before and are preparing to wage a bit- 
ter and determined fight for supremacy.

when possible, and American industries 
must be prepared to do justice to them- 
selves and their country.

The cloud that overhangs the 
industrial situation abroad has its men- 
ace, for us at home, for in the struggle 
to stave ofV bankruptcy the foreign man- 
ufacturer will run Ins establishment at 
starvation rates, which we must meet 
in open competition." 


AD.ICST.MEXTS OV THAHE. 


The adjustments of trade are not so 


wonderful alter all, for the free move- 
ments of people, the payment of ocean 
transportation charges and other unsus- 
pected ways, account largely for the. dis- 
position of the trade balances of na- 
tions. At least it does the wonderful 
trade balance of this country, that in 
about half, leaving the other half or 
third to be paid over during the course 
of business. 


The balance of trade in favor of the 


United States the last three yeavs has 
been $1,700,000,000 in round 
numbers. 


Now this vast amount has not been ship- 
ped from the old world to the new in the 
form 
of actual coin though 
naturally 


some of these millions due us have been 
transmitted to our ports in other forms 
and in actual metal. It is understood, 
that is, it should be, that this is till a. 
balance of trade and is adjusted through 
the medium of banks. Thus our people 
traveling Europcamvards, and our ship- 
pers using the vessels of other nations 
to the extent of J)l per cent,, our inter- 
est of the vast ocean trade being but 0 
per cent., consume many millions of good 
American dollars which, 
through 
the 


process of trade, gets deducted from the 
European bill, and thus accounts 
for 


over a half of our trade balances. 


Of late an average of about 275,000 


Americans have visited Europe or re- 
visited, it don't matter, and of this num- 
ber about 150,000 were, cabin passengers 
and the balance second cabin and steer- 
age. These people take a good deal of 
money, that is to say, it costs a good 
deal. The cabin people expend an aver- 
age of $1,000, which estimate is alto- 
gether too low, and the others an aver- 
age of $200, also too low. Then the 
freight bill American shippers ^htive to 
pay° is placed between $l"iO,000,000 -and 
$200,000,000, though one estimate phi era 
the cost at about $100,000,000. So tlwit 
these two sources of expenditure can be 
said to account for about $300,000,000 of 
the balance of trade.

Not many days since a former citizen 


of Evanstoiij 'alleged to have, been the 
keeper of a "blind pig," was convicted of 
beating his wife by a Chicago justice's 
court. The evidence must have been 
clear for, despite his denial, the Justice 
fined him $12.00 and costs. This par- 
ticular brute, it appears, said during the 
trial, "If I had her in the old country I 
would have struck her, but I know 
what they would do with me if I would 
strike her in Evanston. No, no, I know 
too much for that, I know that the \vo- 
wan ought to be punished. It does 
them all good." 


But despite this denial tho judge fined 


him as above stated, $12.00 and costs, 
but observe the end of the thing. The 
brute after hearing the decision, jumps 
up crying and proceeds to tell Mamma, 
as he calls his wife, "They have taken 
my money and I can't buy you a Christ- 
mas present" The account states this 
did nob seem to bother the pair and the 
convicted and the beaten walked -out 
quietly together. 


What particular benefit it was, in 


this case, to fine a brute who asserts if 
he had been in Europe he would have 
Whipped his wife, but over hero he knew 
better? What good is it anyhow to fine 
these men who whip their wives and 
abuse their families, when every cent is 
thus taken from those who so surely 
reed the money? In what way is the 
ls.-v served by depriving beaten wives 
ana suffering children 
of what little 


help the few dollars the law steals from, 
thorn in lines? It is known of course, 
th.it. nine times out of ten the fine in- 
flicted is paid by the brute !s family, 
anc. the beater and the beaten calmly 
resume the broken threads. 


The law should administer a punish- 


ment prompt and relentless upon every 
wife beater and abuser of 
his family, 


li'incs do no good, only taking that much 
money from the family funds. Yet the 
law can not afford to let these brutes 
off so easily. It occurs to some that as 
long as American school children arc 
scourged with the rod and whip in the 
school, wife beaters could at least be 
punished the same way.

business houses. Last fiscal year there 
was collected through the internal reve- 
nue bureau about $275,000,000 
and to 


collect this immense amount it cost but 
1.58 per cent, and this included all losses 
and expenses of the bureau. Not a dol- 
lar of defalcations were reported. To 
collect the millions received 
from, the 


customs, tariff revenues, it 
cost 
the 


government but three-tenths per cent, of 
the total amount. The loss incurred by 
tho Cuban treasury through the rascal- 
ity of Neely and Rathbone, the latter 
jot detained in Cuba, is not 
included, 


and the government is doing its best to 
get these men tried on the merits of the 
case. 


Many of. the bureau 
chiefs expend, 


many millions under their absolute con- 
trol and not a dollar has been lost or 
misspent. When fraud does occur, a.s in 
the case of the convicted 
Carter, the 


government 
relentlessly 
pursues 
the 


guilty until the prison cell holds thorn 
fast. Admiral. O'Neil, for instance, han- 
dled $70,000,000 
of the 
naval 
funds 


without bond and Admiral Bradford of 
tho Huronu of Equipment handled also 
millions of dollars and every cent 
re- 


ligiously accounted-for. 


Tho fnct is that 
the government of 


(ho United States administers its trust 
of actual management of the business of 
the country with the most 
admirable 


skill and judgment. It is said that the 
departments 
of the 
government, 
the 


postoflico, the treasury, 
tho 
wa.r and 


navy, the interior aro conducted 
with 


better efficiency, economy and 
honesty 


than many a boasted 
business 
house. 


If the legislative branch 'used a.s much 
judgment there 
could 
he no possible 


source of complaint anywheres.

The strongest, nrgument in favor of a 


protective tariff is that it benefits an 
entire people for it is not sectional in 
its character or operation.

vades everything. Is it protection or is 
it fair trade. 


It sounds"somewhat startling that des- 


pite the enormous amounts of money 
voted for war purposes the war depart- 


ment owing to the formality of an ap^ 
propriation of $100,000 to bring back 
the nation's .dead being exhausted no 
more dead soldiers cftii be restored to 
their'former home's until congress appro- 
priates some more money,. Meanwhile 
million's of dollars are being appropriat- 
ed every few days in the appropriation 
bills, but'nothing more as yet for this 
purpose. It might seem that congress 
could possibly take a minute or two 
and pass a special appropriation act to 
enable the war department to bring 
back onr soldier heroes who have passed 
away in foreign lands that the flag of 
their country might have new territory 
to wave over.

Hopkins plan which deprives a number 
of states of representatives, the losing 
states being Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maine, Nebraska, Ohio, South Carolina 
and Virginia. The Burleign plan, which 
gives 387 representatives, causes no 
state to- lose any members and is an im 
crease from the present membership of 
twenty members. The Hopkins plan re- 
tains the same number as now, 356 mem- 
bers, and this necessitates a readjust- 
ment of the loss of the above named 
states.

pure oxygen to answer the demands of 
their nature they will not grow, because 
they cannot prow. Make it a rule to 
admit, pure, fresh air every pleasant day 
into the rooms in which your plants arc 
growing. Very often 
plants 
fail 
to 


grow because they are 
small, young 


specimens which have, been planted in 
large pots. 
Small plants 
are 
injured 


greatly by this treatment — indeed. tlu\y 
are often killed by it, because their few 
voung. tender roots are not able to ap- 
propriate the nutriment contained in a 
large amount of earth, and, as a nat- 
ural consequence, the tender plants are 
overfed. They cannot digest 
all 
the 


food forced upon them, and vegetable 
dyspepsia results. Use small pots for 
small plants, and sliift, from time to 
time, to larger sizes as the old pots are 
filled with roots/'

its amplitude and laid upon the lap, and 
the ladies remove their gloves. It 
is 


extremely bad form to put these in a 
glass, as some do, or tuck them in at 
the wrist, leaving the arms covered—;i 
form of laziness that is not according to 
the usages of good society. 


Soup must be taken from the side, of 


the spoon, unattended by the slightest 
sound, and the plate may be tipped away 
from one, never toward 
one. if one is 


very anxious to secure, the lust spoon- 
ful.' 


No one uses a knife, with fish, unless 


silver ones, made for the purpose, are 
provided. A bit of bread is usually suf- 
iicicnt as a.n auxiliary to the. fork. 


Entrees are eaten with the fork alone. 


The roast, imposes no special etiquette. 
If a vegetable, is served as a separate 
course, according to French fashion, each 
has its own punctilio. 


Asparagus may be held in the fingers 


if the stalks are not too slender and 
pliant or divided and eaten with a fork. 


In England one who would eat peas 


with a, spoon would be regarded as a 
barbarian. Artichokse may also be eat- 
en with the fingers, plucking the leaves 
to be eaten at the base of each. 


The game follows with 
the 
salad, 


which last, if composed of lettuce should 
be dipped in a sauce, and the' tiny mro- 
sel eaten with a fork alone, which may 
fold the leaves to a convenient size. 


Fruit must never be bitten, but cut in 


small pieces and eaten in either the hand 
or 'with a fork. 


It is customary upon leaving the table 


to set, one's chair closer to it or far 
enough away to enable others to pass, 
without inconvenience, 


It is probably superfluous to sa ythat 


one should not lounge afc the table, lean- 
ing on the elbows or sitting in an atti- 
tude that suggests a freedom of manner 
unbecoming the social event of the day. 


Neatness and an evident recent atten- 


tion to'one's toilet are "de rigueur." 


According to some unwritten law, it is 


not the ''proper thing" to be helped to 
soup more than once. 


If the meats are carved 
upon 
the 


table the head of the house, in a purely 
judicial spirit, gives to each what he 
or she likes, as nearly as possible; the 
visiting guest or the wife and mother 
are the only ones entitjed to special con- 
sideration. Where children are 
habit- 


ually give mvhat is least desirable they 
come to attach an exaggerated value to 
the tidbits, and are apt 
to show later 


in life. 


One should not, of course, talk while 


masticiiting. and if addressed unexpect- 
edly one may not, be embarrassed to re- 
ply if the quantity taken be not over 
large, 


There are some small inelegancies in 


table, manners that sometimes escapes 
genera! observation. One should not. 
serve oneself or others while continuing 
to masticate, the jaws remaining quiet 
during the operation. An unselfish con- 
sideration for others should regulate our 
requests for service and attention.

Put in 
a buttered tin and bake in a hot oven. 


Baked Liver.—Wash a liver, lard it 


with narrow strips of salt 
pork,

tho pan closely. Set in a

oven and cook an 
hour and 
a, half. 


Transfer the liver to a deep dish n.nd 
put the pan containing the gravy on the. 
top of the range. Thicken the gravy 
with a heaping tablespoonful of brown- 
ed flour and add to it a cupful of strain- 
ed tomato liquor, a teaspoonfui of onion 
juice, .salt and pepper to taste. Boil up 
once and pour over the liver. 


Baked Cabbage,—An appetizing en- 


tree is made by taking cold boiled cab- 
bage, chopping fine enough to fill a me- 
dium-sized pudding dish, 
adding 
two 


well-beat-en eggs, a tablespoonful of 
butter, three tablespoonfuls 
of cream, 


with salt and pepper ad libitum. 
But- 


ter the pudding dish, put the cabbage in 
and bake until brown.' This may be 
eaten cold, but it is much better served 
hot. It is especially good with pork or 
mutton chops. 


A Simple Dessert.—Make baking pow- 


der, biscuit, adding sugar to the 'flour if 
desired. While hot break open, butter 
and turn over any kind of berries or all 
kinds together one happens to have left 
over, either cooked or • fresh. The fol- 
lowing a nurse recommends as health- 
ful for invalids: Toast slices of bread 
and butter; turn over, cooked berries 
while hot; set on ice and serve with 
cream.—E. B.

Tesla bdieves in the. possibility of a 
solar engine, lie considers wireless teleg- 
raphy proved beyond a doubt, is work- 
ing at a tcleautomalon which will sup- 
ply a mentally endowed mechanism and 
declares that lie has discovered electrical 
oscillations which will produce steady 
light without, the aid of lamps, incan- 
descent iilanients or wires.

lution in the dethronement of iron and 
the.

mates tho civilizing potency of alum- 
inium as 100 time? greater than that of 
iron and its bulk available for man 30 
times greater.

Many of them were on the .sick list and 
many had been wounded. 
\Ve have seen 


all the seasons of tho year and are now 
enjoying the tail-end of the rainy period. 
The natives say it. is the drvest rainy 
season they ever oxproioneed. 


We don't get our money very reirutar 


here. 
Sometimes we have as high as 


four months' pay 
coming. The ' most 


the paymaster gives i.s two months' sal- 
ary at. n. time. Tho fellows have some 
pretty • wann games here. Some of t he- 
fellows have a, thousand planted already. 


Well, it bents all how time flies. 
By 


t h e ^ f i m o you get this letter it. will be 
Christmas. T received the papers with 
your letter but it was the first news in 
eight months and 
f was glad to get 


them. When Fredrick's and'. T finished 
reading them, wo sent them to .Toe Kel- 
ler, who- is eight miles from us. up at 
Tayabas. So you see we don't wnste 
them, and we read them over more than 
twice. 


We wait a long time for our mail over 


here. Sometimes it takes two* weeks 
for a letter to roach us after it gets to 
Manila. 


Keller is getting along fine. 
T 
?ce 


him once in a while. We have another 
fellow in our company from Racine, J 
don't know whether I ever told you or 
not.. I did not know him until he en- 
listed. He is n good fe!5oAv and imike.s 
n fine soldier. Take the whole '-'hunch" 
of us, ."Rucine is pretty well represente-l 
in Co. "H." Anderson used to work for 
James Cape. & Sons. 


I have not heard from a-riy of tho Ra- 


cine boys serving in the island for a 


long time who are serving over here. 
I suppose they have their' hands full. 
There is always plenty of work. 


So Eacine did not get a militia com- 


pany after all? It is just as well, any- 
way. All the drilling we ever had iu 
the south was not of much use to us 
after we arrived here. There are 
no 


dress parades, otc. All we needed here 
was skirmish and flank movements, and 
look out for your head, keep down close 
to the ground, and you did not have to 
be told that even. It would surprise 
you to learn how quick a fellow learns 
to "duck his noddle and keep it ducked" 
when there is any firing going on. 


Wo are feeding pretty well, much bet- 


ter than we did in Jacksonville in '98. 
We have fresh beef three times a week. 
The natives eat earaboo. I 
have not 


eaten any of that kind of meat yet so 
J don't know how it goes. 1 guess it 
is about as good as mule, maybe a lit- 
tle tougher. 


The oaraboo i.s a bad animal to fool 


with. , If you want to work one of them 
ho ffops about n mile an hour, but if he. 
wants to work you he can easily cover 
a mile a minute. I have been out and 
seen them act. They would charge ou 
u.s and wo would have to shoot them to 
escape with our lives. They weigh over 
a.ton and if they hit you something has 
to give. Tho natives'use them instead 
of a plow. They drive throe or four of 
them through rice paddies and when 
they come out it is plowed. The eara- 
boo is a. poor thing to have in a dry 
country for you have to lot them soak 
themselves in water so often. 
If you 


let them stand in the sun a i'o\v days'the 
hide will crack on them. Their hide is 
like a sponge- and if you drive ono of 
them in the water and then drive him 
out, you will find he has absorbed all 
the w;)U-r in his hide.

tive pony. Tl-.ey aro a little larger than 
tho jack rabbit' tound on the plains of 
North Dakota,

Stays' mules, but like to oat them. 


Fruit i.s just getting ripe, so we have 


plenty of bananas, oranges and other 
tropical fruits. 


I", don't know vhere Rickoman's regi- 


ment is. Have hardly heard 
a 
word 


from his men since they have been on 
the islands. Rut then, we do not hear 
much news. 
[ know we aro all having 


all wo want to do. Have only one nigh'f, 
in and then besides have to do "hiking'' 
after wagon train?. We go eight miles 
for rations. That makes,''sixteen miles 
both ways. It i.s a nice trip for one 
day. 
Wo get that twice 
n week and 


have only 31 men left, for duty. 


t suppose the other Racine" boys are 


homo by this time and \ guess they are 
glad of it. I can hardly wait until I 
»ot on the old boat again. I will enjov 
the trip back so much: T know I will. 
I hope we "will got as good a boat to 
<.'o back on as wo did when we came 
over.

wram weather, as coming from a warm 
climate into a cold oae in n minute, 
would Hot figrc-p with us very well.

We have fine water in this town.. We 


get it from the mountains, 8.UOO above 
tho level of the sea. It hns great force. 
Them is plenty of rain up in the moun- 
tains as it rains there half of the time 
and is very cold. 


I guess the old town did not change 


very nuich and that we could find the 
brewery if we looked very hard. I don't, 
wart to hit those places or home until 
spring. Wo can't stand cold 
weather 


now and when wo pet a chill, which we 
often do, it reminds us of home'in the 
winter time. 


Well., T guess T will have to close for 


this time as tomorrow is Saturday, in- 
spection day, and I will have to sew a 
few button so, so. with host regards

and Ons Co. PUAKPS Into Other Hands. 
Advices from 
Xnw York 
City 
say 


that the 
North 
American 
eompanv, 


whio.h has boon one of the conspicuous 
financiering companies of Wall 
street, 


has passed into tho control 
of J. P. 


Morgan arid is to bo i:.sed by hijn to fur- 
ther the great coal deal known to the 
street as the coal trust of which the. ac- 
fiuiring of the Pennsylvania Coal com- 
pany WM the initial stop. 


What makes this deal of interest to 


the people of Racine is tho fact that the 
company in question i.s backing the Mil- 
waukee Electric Railway & Light com- 
pany, and which includes 
the Raeine 


Gaslight 
company. The 
plan is 
to 


make the North American company the 
joint soiling agent, which will take over 
and to which will bo. consignor! the en- 
tire output of all 
the coal 
properties 


controlled by the trust. 


The death of Henry Yillard made a 


change of control of the company possi- 


ble. 
It is the successor of ths Oregon 


Transcontinental company that was the 
financiering company used 
for Mr, Vil- 


lard in his 
Northern 
Pacific develop- 


ment. The original company's 
shares 


were for a long time among the 
most 


prominent features 
of speculation 
in 


Wall street. The company now 
owns 


an electric lighting company in Cincin- 
nati and'the. street railway and lighting 
systems in Milwaukee. 


Mr. Villard was once, credited 
with 


plans for using the company as a devel- 
oper of rich gold properties in Colorado 
and 
Arizona, 
which projects 
were 


changed with his death.

IT NORTH POINT 


Compressed Air Power Takes the 


Place of Steam Signal. 


EXPERIMENT BEING MADE 


BY THE GOVERNMENT 


If HTVorks the System TTiU IJB Adopted 


All Over the JVakes and Gulfs—How 


the lAglit House Keeper 


Lives and "WorUs. 


The navy department is watching with, 


unusual interest the development of the 
new signal service at North Point, lo- 
cated by direct line just three and one- 
half miles nor th of the city. The new 
signal of warning was put into commis- 
sion December 8 and is moro of an ex- 
periment thnn anything else. It is call- 
ed ''the compressed air service," and is 
the only one of the kind that the govern- 
ment has in service either on the Great 
Lakes or the Atlantic or Pacific coasts. 


Sonic months ago the old signal was 


condemned by one of the 
government 


oflicinls. Thi'i signal was a largo whis- 
tle operated by steam and was located 
at the very point. It was a poiverftil 
signal but it was claimed by scientists 
Hint it would not send the sound as 
far as the compressed air system, where 
iln: horn is used. Under these circum- 
stances the change was made, the gov- 
ernment wanting to experiment 
with 


the new system with a view of throw- 
ing out the steam signals all over the. 
lakes and putting in the compressed air 
systems. 


If the test proves successful,and the 


captain commanding the "fort1' out there 
says it will, changes in all the points 
along the lakes will be made and the 
jicxv and modern compressed air service 
will be along both the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts, also points around the gull. 


A visit was made to the North Poinc 


by a Journal representative, yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing how things looked out there. The 
officer in charge, C'apt. P. J. Peterson 
was found on the summit of the light 
house tower just igniting the revolving 
light. When asked how long he kept 
the light, burning, he. said from sunset 
to sunrise. The light is a very compli- 
cated pieoe of workmanship and was 
made in Paris, France. Tt weighs over 
a ton and cost about $3,000. When one 
gets close enough to examine the signal 
it resembles the shape of a bird cage. It 
is constructed of powerful magnifying 
glass and has twelve 
more 
powerful 


lights around the surface. The 
light 


flashes in all directions 12 times a min- 
ute and is one of the most important 
signals along the 
lakes. Before 
the 


light was put in every year one or two 
vessels would go a-shore at the point, 
but since its construction not a single 
wreek has occurred. It is used ns a 
guiding light by all marine men, for 
when boats reach a po\nt just opposite 
the Point the wheelsman turns Itia boat 
in cither direction two points. 


Captain Peterson has two assistants, 


ono being on watch confimtnlly. They 
havsi three shifts a day, the commander 
having his choice of hours. 


In speaking of life at the Point, he 


said it wa> a very desirnble pln.ce to live 
iu the. Rummer l!:ue but exceedingly 
cold in the winter, lie pointed 
to 
a 


flagstaff in the yard ami s»aid, "When- 
ever the inspector or 
engineer's boat 


goes by we have to solute by hoisting 
the flag. The salute is recognized by 
the officers aboard the; 'ship and they 
immediately signal back their recogni- 
tion. 


'•'There is ft whole lot of 
red 
tape 


about 
this 
business. The- 
inspectors 


conic around every now and then and 
if things are not, just so, you are liable 
to hear something. We keep everything 
in good shape and are always prepared 
for any emergency. We even have to 
use a level to sec: that the wick in the 
big light is exactly level and have to use 
cords to measure the distance and see 
that the lamp is exactly in the middle 
of the tower. O. I tdL you, we have 
to bn particular about these things. Iu 
ordinary weather the big light can be 
seen Ifl'/jj miles and I have seen it as far 
as eight Jnilcs north of Milwaukee." 


The captain took the representative 


through his quarters 
or 
home. They 


are palatial and remind one vrey much 
of a. stnall castle. 
His homo is furnish- 


ed' beautifully and everything is in the 
best of order. 
He opened his oflico and 


it reminded one of the captain's private 
quarters on ono of the big battle ships. 


The grounds about the place are but 


a huge lawn. A cement sidewalk sur- 
rounds the buildings. The outbuildings 
and fences are painted white, making 
it a place fit for a king to live in. 


Ctptain Peterson is an old salt water 


sailor. For years he was first mate on 
one of the largest schooners that ever 
sailed the Atlantic. He has in bis pos- 
nession a gold medal, given to him by 
tlm British government for saving the 
lives of eight Englishmen, 
who 
were 


.shipwrecked off the coa.st; of Newfound- 
land. In speaking of the 
wreck, 
the 


captain said: 
"I was first mate 
on a 


big sailing vessel bound from Havre, 
France, io New York. When off the 
coast of Newfoundland, a severe storm 
struck us. Our boat, rode tho high seas 
admirably. I happened to be on watch 


and by using tlie glass, noticed a wreck 
in the fog some distance from our ves- 
sel. I notified the captain \vho called 
'all hands on deck/ It is customary for 
the first mate to head a party of rescu- 
ers and I willingly volunteered. Four 
of the crew did likewise. It was an.aw- 
ful storm. We had all the sail the ship 
could stand and maneuvered as close to 
the ill-fated vessel as possible. We'then 
lowered the surf boat and almost by a 
superhuman effort managed to 
reach 


the wreckage. We saved eight of the 
crew but three were drowned. 
The ship 


was from PenSacola. Fla. She could not 
weather the gale and succumbed to the 
angry seas. The men were all English- 
men and when we landed in New York 
the British consul took our names and 
within a short time I received the med- 
al for braver}'. The men on the ship 
that went to pieces had lashed them- 
selves to the rigging and had been in 
the storm 48 hours." 


Captain Peterson is married and lias 


a wife and two bright and promising 
children. 


FORAKER REPLIES 


TO EX-PBES. HARRISON 


The Ohio Senator Gives His Views 


on the Porto Rican 


Situation. 


CINCINNATI, 0., Dec. 28.—Senator J. 


B. -Foraker, in a speech before the Man- 
ufacturers club in this city last night, re- 
plied to former President Harrison's re- 
cent speech in Ann Arbor, in part as 
follows: 


"All the questions arising upon the 


Porto Rican legislation are to be soon 
passed upon by the supreme court. For 
that reason, I do not care to discuss 
them at this time, but it is in order to 
say that the view taken by congress, as 
reflected by that legislation, was credit- 
able to the generosity, the patriotism 
and the industrial spirit of the American 
people. We found Porto Rico as poor 
as poverty could make her. She had no 
money, no credit, no system of taxation 
of any kind. She wanted a civil gov- 
ernment and a revenue to support it. 
We gave her a far more liberal civil 
government than was ever given to any 
territory prior to the civil war, so far 
as participation in it by her people is 
concerned, and we dealt by her more 
generously in providing support for that 
government, than we have ever yet dealt 
with any territory. 


"Tn requiring her to pay tariff duties 


on imports from foreign countries, we 
did only what we did with Louisiana, 
Florida, California and all our other 
territories; but iu allowing her to put 
thoac revenues, when collected, into her 
own treasury for the support of her lo- 
cal government, we did .what was never 
dono before for anybody else; for in al\ 
other cases, we have not only required 
the payment of those same dues, but 
wo have also required them, when they 
were collected, to be paid into the 7ia- 
tional treasury at ^asiiini^ton for the 
common benefit of the whole country; 
and as to duties on commerce between 
I'orto Rico and the United States, we 
did not ley 15 per cent, but we re- 
mitted So per cent of the existing rates 
on a number of nrtk'lcs and the whole 
duty on all the rest and provided that 
the 15 per cent should be remitted on 
and after the first of March, 1!)0'2, or 
sooner if the legislature of Porto Rico 
shall so provide, and that meanwhile, 
all collections of (his Io per cent, both 
there and in the United States, shall be 
paid over to Porto Rico for her own 
support. Wo made this provision be- 
CAUSC it was the easiest and least bur- 
densome way to raise indispensable rev- 
enue for their government and not bc- 
ciinse it was in any. sense of any bene- 
fit to either our government or our peo- 
ple. 


The Porto Rican legislature is now in 


session but neither that body nor any 
member of it, nor anybody else has tak- 
en any step to repeal or alter the tax 
system so imposed by congress. On the 
contrary, all concessions alike testify to 
the highest satisfaction with what con- 
gress has done and tne request will be 
almost unanimously made that the pro- 
visions enauted may be continued, if not 
indefinitely, at least until some satisfac- 
tory system of proper taxation may be 
substituted. 


"In addition it should be stated that 


congress, also in the same generous spir- 
it, exempted Porto Rico :from all inter- 
mit revenue, taxation—a favor never be- 
fore extended to any part of our people 
anywhere. 


"Tt is true that the legislation for 


Porto Rico was a 'departure/ but it i.s 
not true that it was a 'departure from 
correct principles.'"

Journal a few evcniiigs ago tiwfc the 
ma mrnofch B. P. Atlis worka of Milwau- 
kee might possibly locate in Eaciuc on 
a tract of land located just south of Ra- 
cine Junction is causing any amount of 
attention by Mihvaukecans, as many of 
their most prominent men think Racine, 
by offering a fair inducement, will be 
able to secure the entire plant, the Buf- 
falo branch included. 


Kacine real estate men are now nego- 


tiating with the Allis company and do- 
ing their best that the Belle City may 
secure the works. They aro in corres- 
pondence with the Allis 'company, hav- 
ing given the officials a most cordial in- 
vitation to visit Racine at their earliest 
convenience and look over the land now 
on the nmrkofc at a nominal price. The 
territory described in the former Allis 
article is the best obtainable in the state 
of Wisconsin, or anywhere. 


If the people of Eacine would go after 


the Allis company there seems to be lit- 
tle doubt in the minds of some but that 
this large concern could be added to the 
long list of loca.1 
manufacturers.- The 


Allis company are 
not 
looking after 


sitos; they arc letting sites look after 
them and if the city ever expects to 
greatly increase its manufacturing ca- 
pacity it must learn to reach out. 


The people of Milwaukee are not as 


confident as they were that the works 
would locate in VVauwatosa, and some 
of the property owners in that town 
and the northern part of the town of 
Greenfield who have been working to 
secure the location of the .E. P. Allia com- 
pany's plant on the site just west of the 
Soldiers' home, aro beginning almost to 
despair of their ability to land the prize.

The. navy department i; watching w;tl1 


unusual interest the development of the 
new signal service at North Point, lo- 
cated bv direct line just three and one- 
half miies nor th of tho city, 'ihc new 
signal of warning was put into commis- 
sion December 8 and is more ot an ex- 
periment than anything else. It is call- 
ed "the compressed air service/ and is 
the only one of the kind that the govern- 
ment has in service either on the Great 
Lukes or the Atlantic or Pacific coasts. 


Some months ago the old signal was 


condemned by one of the 
government 


olllciaU. This signal was a large whis- 
tle operated by steam and was located 
at the very point. It was a powerful

CINCINNATI, 0.. Dec. 28.— Senator J. 


B. i'oraker, in a speech before the Man- 
ufacturers club in this city last night, re- 
plied to former President Harrison's re- 
cent speech in Ann Arbor, in part as 
follows: 


All the, questions arising upon the 
, 


Porto Kican legislation arc to be soon 
passed upon by the supreme court. Fo* 
that reason, J do not care to discuss 
them at this time, but it is in order to 
say that the view taken by congress, a; 
reflected by that legislation, was credit 
able to the generosity, the patriotism 
and the industrial spirit of the American 
people. We found Porto Rico as poor 
as poverty could make her. She had no 
money, no credit, no system of taxation 
of any kind. She wanted a civil gov- 
ernme'nt and a revenue to support ^it. 
We gave her a far more liberal civil 
government than was ever given to any 
territory prior to the civil war, so far 
as participation in it by her people is 
concerned, and we dealt by her more 
generously in providing support for that 
government, than we have ever yet dealt 
with any territory- 


"In requiring her to pay tariff duties 


on imports from foreign countries, 
did only what we did with 
Florida! California and all 


Louisiana, 


^ 
____ 
_ 
our other 


territories; but in allowing her to put 
those revenues, when, collected, into her 
own treasury for the support of her lo- 
cal government, we did -what was never 
done, before for anybody else: for in all 
other cases, we have not. only required 
the payment of these same dues, but 
we. have also required them, when they 
were collected, to be paid into the na- 
tional treasury at Washington for the 
common benefit of the whole country; 
and as to duties on commerce between 
Porto Rico and the United States, we 
did not Icy 13 per cent, but we re- 
mitted Sf> p<?r cent of the existing rates 
on H. number of articles-and the whole 
duty on nit ihc rest and provided that 
the 1"> per cent should be remitted on 
and after the first of March, 1002. or 
sooner if the legislature of Porto Rieo 
shall ?o provid'e, and that meanwhile 
all colloctions of this 13 per cent, botr 
there and in the United States, ahull be 
paid over to Porto Kico for her owi 
support.
